~ In this device, which is called the Auxeto- 
hone, the usual diaphragm of glass or.mica 
in the producer is replaced by a small valve, 
which controls the admission of compressed 
alr to the trumpet. The air is supplied froma. 
small pump, or bellows, comelned in tho pe- 
destal supporting the instrument, at a pressure 
of about two pounds to a square inch, The 
valve, though of a small size, consists of a fine 
comb of aluminum, or magnalium, and the 
teeth of this comb just cover the gaps in a cor- 
responding comb of brass, through which the 
air tries to escaps from the compreased-air 
cham connected with the supply tube. 

The little magnalium valve, which is very 
tight, is hinged on steel 5 rings, 6o that, when 
its teeth are slightly lifted from the brass comb, 
or valve seat, the air {6 allowed to escape at 
bath sides of each tooth in very large quanti- 
ties, Up through the two combs, and into the 
trumpet. Wheo, however, the two combs ap- 
proach ati and almost touch, the escape of 
air is checked, and almost ceases. 

It will thus be noticed that the slightest 
movement of the magnalium varies the admis-

The fnlowing representatalion made ta the 
Government by the Superintendent, otanical 
and Afforestation Department, in connection 
with the felling ‘and planting: of Pinus Afas- 
soniuna in Hongkong, conclitdes the series of 

correspondence on this subject that was laid on
